He 
has less sympathy with the movie-star or 
publicity-hound class who hope that a coy 
avoidance of the camera will make their 
pictures more valuable, But the most 
troublesome camera dodger is the ordinary 
private citizen who finds himself suddenly 
in the news.

‘Th 
cameraman usually tries to cajole the re- 
calcitrant subject by explaining that he is 
only doing his job taking pictures.

Vanderbilt in France 
Sirs: 

LIFE ran a photo of me at the 
‘Windsor wedding with a mislead- 
ing caption. I went to Chateau 
de Cande at the invitation of 
Herman L. Rogers for an inter- 
‘view ten days before the wedding. 
Arriving there, gendarmes had 
not been notified. They asked me 
to pull my trailer to the side of 
the road. A Hearst reporter, who 
‘was sore, I guess, that I'd been 
“invited in,” made several foolish 
threats. Mr. Rogers came out a 
bit later: sized up the situation; 
asked me to park the trailer down, 
the road away from press observa- 
tion, and drive in at 2:30 p, m. 
(The original appointment had 
been for 11:30 a. m.) My secre- 
tary, Arthur J. Thompson, for- 
merly in the West Virginia legis- 
ature, and I drove in then; I was 
granted a delightful interview in 
the library of the Chateau. 

‘That's all there is to it. We 
drove out the main gate after- 
wards and the French press 
announced it as It had occurred, 
Tt wasn't until I reached home a 
couple of weeks ago that I heard 
the other version. 

As to the wedding, I never tried 
to “crash” any gates. I hadn't 
been invited but I had been or- 
dered by Liberty to cover it.

DEATH IN SPAIN: THE CIVIL WAR HAS TAKEN 500,000 LIVES IN ONE YEAR 


July 17 the Spanish Civil War will be one year old. In that time it has 
brought Death to 500,000 Spaniards, has shattered such ancient cities as 
Madrid, Toledo, Bilbao, Irun and Durango, has kept Europe in a state of jitters. 
When the war started, most U. S. citizens looked on the Loyalists as a half- 
crazy, irresponsible, murderous scum that had turned on its honorable betters. 
‘A year of war has taught the U. S. more of Spain. 

‘The ruling classes of Spain were probably the world’s worst bosses—irre- 
sponsible, arrogant, vain, ignorant, shiftless and incompetent. Some 20,000 
landlords owned 50% of the land. ‘They did not give their field hands modern 
machinery or their land modern irrigation. ‘They refused to rent unused land 
to landless peasants for fear of giving the peasants dangerous ideas of owner- 
ship. The land was only about 25% efficient and much of it was idle. And 
Spain’s mineral resources, among the greatest in Europe, lay almost entirely 
unexploited. The aristocracy of Spain was still living on the interest on wealth 
brought home from the Americas by the gold fleets in the 16th Century. 


To the 20,000 landlords, add 21,000 Army officers, more than twice the total 
of British Army officers. ‘There was one officer for every six privates, one gener: 
for every 150 men. For every $3 spent on soldiers’ pay, food, barracks, ammuni- 
tion, officers got $10 in pay—25% of the national budget. ‘The national law made 
officers semisacred. Just for pushing a policeman of the swank Civil Guard, six 
Americans got six months in jail in 1935. 

‘Add to the 41,000 landlords and officers, 100,000 clergy, the most top-heavy 
Church hierarchy in the world, next to Tibet. These also were paid by the State. 
‘The Church, with its enormous wealth, naturally took a capitalist’s position. 
It was up to its neck in politics. Peasants were told that to vote against the 
Conservatives was usually a mortal sin. ‘The Church was in charge of Spanish 
education. Result: the Spanish people were 45% illiterate. ‘The reason for the 
civil war was simply that the people of Spain had fired their bosses for flagrant, 
incompetence and the bosses had refused to be fired.

Vulcan Vomiting into Rabaul Harbor

ff you follow the Equator in your atlas around to the East Indies, you 

will find, just south of it, the island of New Britain. In 1884 the Germans 
took it over, named it New Pomerania and founded the town of Rabaul. 
After the War this island was mandated to Australia and Rabaul, on New 
Britain, became the capital for all New Guinea. The citizens of Rabaul 
have always taken it for granted that some day their town will blow sky- 
high. Its beautiful, big, saucerlike harbor is an old volcanic crater. The 
two lovely green islands offshore, Matupi and Vulean, have bad records. 
Matupi dropped a whole native village into the sea in the 1870's as Vulean 
pushed up from sea bottom. By last month Rabaul had 5,000 citizens, 
including 700 whites. Its chief commerce was in coconuts. 

On May 28, Rabaul’s harbor began to quiver. Earthquakes shook 
Rabaul. Soon Vulcan Island started to erupt. Matupi joined in, and then 
an auxiliary crater on Vulcan. As the triple eruption grew more violent a 
torrent of hot, wet pumice rained on Rabaul. Rabaul’s inhabitants saved 
themselves by sailing 15 miles down the coast. On June 7, when the three 
volcanoes fell silent again, they had left 300,000 tons of lava dust on Rabaul, 
destroyed the coconut crop. Rabaul had no guarantee that its voleanoes had 
finished. For Rabaul is near the southern end of the great volcano belt 
that skirts the mainland of Asia and crosses to the Western Hemisphere 
over the Aleutians, At the end of June, the belt sputtered north through 
Japan and Kamchatka, pushed two new islands up in the Kurile archipelago. 

On these pages are the first pictures of the New Britain eruptions to 
reach the U.S. At rights the crater of lava and pumice dust left on Vul- 
can’s crown when its spree was drawing to a close. Notice the new shore 
line of lava covering what had been, ten days before, a tropical island.

100 YEARS AUDUBON’S BIRD PICTURES ARE STILL THE WORLD'S BEST 


All 500 of his paintings soon to be reproduced 


Ue fairly recently, the name of Audubon was largely associated 
in the American mind with a society which protected bird life 
and taught children how to tell a phoebe from a sparrow. But in 
the past two years, there has been a booming interest in John 
James Audubon. He was the greatest bird painter that ever lived 
and his pictures are still the world’s best. ‘Two Audubon biog- 
raphies have recently been published and widely read. Right now, 
Macmillan Co. is preparing an ambitious volume which will con- 
tain color reproductions of all 500 paintings Audubon did for his

Audubon was not a bad businessman. He might have been a more 
successful one had he been less absorbed in drawing birds. After 
his failure, he made a living as a portrait painter but all the while 
continued to make beautiful bird paintings, In 182

engraved copies of the paintings. Audubon 
solicited subscriptions to the work, which became known as the 
phant Folio” of Birds of America, He sold about 170 sub: 
riptions, one to the King of England who never paid for it. 
By 1838, the Birds was complete, \dubon was famous com- 
fortably off. In 1842, he settled down in New York, died nine years 
later. ‘The Elephant Folio sold originally for $1,000. ‘Today a 
complete folio, of which there are about 120, might bring $10,000.

Dawn on the Great Divide 
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TRANSCONTINENTAL TRUCKING IS A NEW, HARD AND GLAMOROUS BUSINESS

Ee night from sundown to sunrise, thousands 
of tons of freight go rolling west from New 
Orleans in gigantic trucks such as you see on 
these and the following pages. Through the deep 
Southwestern night they whiz across the Texas 
plains, climb over the Continental Divide near 
Lordsburg, New Mexico, where Carl M, Mydans 
took the picture opposite at daybreak, and spin 
through green valleys down to Los Angeles. 
Long-haul trucking on daily schedules is a busi- 
ness scarcely ten years old. It is still an unstable 
business, chaotic and rough, with cut-throat com- 
petition, It is still a decentralized business, 
though its 4,000 major companies are now rapidly 
merging to squeeze out the wildcats. It has 
grown so fast that it already carries one-tenth of 
the nation’s freight and employs a million men. 
t it has few tycoons. A big company is one 
ith 100 trucks and its owner was frequently a 
truck driver less than ten years ago. For truck 
drivers are as hardy a crew of men as the pioneers 
who blazed the western trails. Though they now 
have no Indians to fight, they face other hazards 
almost as perilous. ‘These include fatigue, dust 
storms, drunken pleasure drivers, and cattle on 
the open range (below). A good truck driver 
soon becomes famous on the Southwestern high- 
ways, like Edward "Red" Holiman (right), who 
for many years has piloted his huge “boat” 
across the Rockies with never an accident.

the transcontinental truck driver is hard-working 

and hard-boiled. To stand the strain of rolling a 
big 16 or 26-wheeler across Western mountain and 
desert he must be cool and steady; quick of hand, 
foot and eye; impervious to fatigue. For fatigue is 
the truck driver's biggest enemy. He must some- 
times spend 72 hours at the wheel without prolonged 
rest. To keep awake he drinks innumerable cups of 
coffee, His haven is the little “truck-line” café 
that now dots the Western highways. Here kind- 
hearted proprietors provide him with free coffee, 
sometimes even with a free cot for a hasty nap. 
Here, too, he meets his fellow truckers; talks shop 
ities, plays the slot machine, may even dance 
with the waitress. Sometimes, if he is more for- 
tunate, his truck has a sleeper cab with wooden 
bunks where he and his driving partner may rest 
in relays. Even here sleep is hazardous, for a sudden 
stop may pitch him out of bed. 

The trucker often works on a round-trip basis of 
pay. Then he drives himself relentlessly to make 
the trip at record speed. If he trucks between San 
Antonio and El Paso he may drive the 1,100-mile 
round trip practically without stop for $12 and a 
bonus, He prefers to drive at night when the roads 
are free of passenger cars, traffic cops, load checkers, 
insurance spotters, and the blistering desert heat 
that literally rips tire rubber off the fabric.

throughout ‘Texas, truck drivers and highway police play a constant game of 
‘ops and robbers.” This happens because Texas has a law forbidding freight 
trucks to carry loads over 7,000 Ib. Some big ones carry 10 and 15 tons, have 
been known to carry 24. To stop them Texas employs several hundred check 
weighers who halt trucks, pull out portable scales, and by driving the truck on 
them two wheels at a time, determine the weight of the load. Most truck opera- 
tors resent the law, considering it a maneuver on the part of the railroads to 
strangle a blossoming competitor. Their drivers beat the game by the elaborate 
code of tip-off signals illustrated on this page. Café owners help them by acting as 
clearing houses for news concerning patrols. If the driver is caught, he pays a 
flat $25 fine and generally proceeds with his load. ‘Twelve hours after crossing 
the Great Divide at Lordsburg, New Mexico, he will be rolling down narrow 
Rocky Mountain passes (opposite) near Phoenix toward wide California valleys.

Testimony revealed that all ten of 
the dead demonstrators were killed by police bullets, that seven were shot in the back. 


ething bloody and terrible happened on a field in South Chicago, Ill, last 
Memorial Day. ‘The known facts are these: At 4 p.m. a crowd of between 
1,000 and 2,500 C.I.O, sympathizers, including women and children, began a 
march toward a Republic Steel plant which was crippled by the steel strike but 
still running. About a block from the plant gates they encountered 120 to 
Chicago policemen lined up across a strip of open field. A battle ensued in which 
ten demonstrators were killed'and more than 100 other persons, including 23 
policemen, were injured (LIFE, June 14). 
Police claimed that the demonstrators w 
a shower of missiles and a shot or shots. ‘The demonstrators claimed that they 
had approached peacefully, been met by an unprovoked barrage of tear-gas 
bombs and revolver shots. Chairman Robert M. La Follette Jr. of the Senate 
Civil Liberties Committee prompt ing testimony, study 
news pictures of the battle, determine exactly what had happened and who was 
to blame, Most important evidence was a newsreel taken by a Paramount pho- 
tographer. Paramount officials refused to release the film for public showing 
because they feared it would inflame movie crowds, start riots. Senator La Fol- 
lette subpenaed the film and on 2 showed it in a Capitol committeeroom 
in Washington. Simultaneously it was released throughout the land. ‘The film 
lasts six minutes, is accompanied also by the actual sounds of the battle—shots, 
screams, yells, ‘The pictures below and on page 73 are sequences from the film.

ince 1891 the history of Colorado Springs has been inseparable from the 

history of Spencer Penrose, In that year the Cripple Creek gold rush, 
which was to line men’s pockets with $450,000,000, brought this wellborn 
young Pennsylvanian to Colorado. While his brother, the late Boies, was 
becoming Republican boss of Pennsylvania and a U.S. Senator, Spencer 
was piling up a mining and real-estate fortune estimated at $50,000,000. A 
major Penrose enterprise is the Broadmoor Hotel, which, since its 1918 
opening, has been a summer mecea for prosperous vacationists in the West. 
To inaugurate its 1937 season the Broadmoor on June 12 held a Gold Rush 
Ball, scenes from which are shown on the following page. Another profit- 
able Penrose property is Cheyenne Mountain just southwest of Colorado 
When the Government took over Penrose’s toll road up Pike's 
93 nne Mountain as a tourist centre. 
Recently he installed his famous zoo there, built a Tom Thumb cog railroad 
which is a little brother of the Pike's Peak cog road Penrose also controls. 


Spencer Penrose, as amateur engineer on his miniature Cheyenne Mountain cog road, sits at the 
throttle of a miniature locomotive run by a Ford V8 motor. ‘The railroad’s objectives include a 
50-acre x00 on the lower slopes of the mountain and a children’s amusement park farther up.
